1941, promulgated in a Govern- 
ment Gazette Extraordinary yes- 
terday, no person snmau deal in 
rice wholesale without the written 
permission of the Rice Controller.

Devised For 
Raids 


Most of the ¢-viiian deaths due

fragments of spent shrapnel and

SHOCK INJURIES 


The shock injuries are the most 
difficult to deal with. Concussion 
of the bomb breaks down the walls 
ot the blood vessels. Jetticg the 
blood leak into the fiesh. The 
remedy is blood transtusion, but 
search ls being constantly made 
for new protective garments to ab- 
sorh the shock. Some research 
work in this direction is done in 
New York. 

One of the garments devised, 
which high medical authority be- 
lieves will meet the case by pro- 
tecting the more vulnerable or- 
gans, the lungs, head, stomach, 
liver and: intestines, is a bomh- 
blast jacket of sponge rubber that 
slips on over the head and above 
ordinary garmerits. The rubber ab- 
sorbs the shock and affords some 
protection fram flying fragments 
that can be madé absolute by slip- 
ping in beneath ft thin plates of 
plastic material.

Plane 


New York—For some years now 
scientists have toyed with the idea 
of using rockets to propel sero- 
planes. Recently, a New York in- 
ventor exhibited a rocket motor. 
which, he said, will revolutionize 
Plane speeds. 

Used as a secondary power 
source on a standard plane it 
would reduce the take-off time by 
38 per cent, and, employed In the 
same way on one of the four-en- 
gined planes, would increase the 
load by 57.7 per cent. 

It would be used ultimately as 
the sole source of power for planes 
and as an auxiliary power plant it 
would increase the top speed of a 
pursuit plane from 302 to 471 
miles per hour and that of a four 
engined plane from 265 to 337 
miles per hour.

Era. or about 1,400 
when the ships of Yoshimo 
the fourth Ashikaga Shogun, 
bore such name as Gosho Maru 
and Goza Maru, In-advancing this 
explanation Frank K. Bell, Genera} 
Passenger Agent of the N.Y.K, 
Lone, said that in 1591, when Hide- 
yoshi attempted to subjugate 
Korea he gave orders for the 
feudal lords throughout the coun 
try to build large vessels. 


Hideyoshi himself built a large 
vessel which he named Nippun! 
Maru. These vessels, known a3 
“floating castles," were — the 
largest and finest ships of the time. 
“Castlekeep” or 
“highly valued” connotations which 
caused the word's use at this time. 
Against the former theory, how- 
ever, is the fact that “Maru” ts 
never appiied to warships.
